Frankfurt, March 26—(AP)— 


Military police said today a gang 
of German youths had emasculat- 
ed a 26-year-old American Army 
Corporal and killed another TJ. S. 
soldier near the border of Russian- 
occupied Germany. 


The corporal, whose name was 


withheld, is recovering in an Army 
hospital from loss of blood. Ameri- 
can investigators said no arrest 
has been made in either case 


Military police said the corporal 


was waylaid in a dark; rubble- 
strewn alley in Kassel at 4:00 a-ni. 
Mafch 20. He said he had been 
drinking and was set upon by five 
or six German youths. 


He was left bleeding in the

Northern Lights Visible Here 


For Some Time Monday Evening 


The Aurora Borealis or North- 


ern Lights, were visible from Dix- 
on for a while last evening, being 
a demonstration of an arch of rays 
across the northern sky. The rays 
shifted from east to west, as they 
sometimes do, and some rays shot 
high into the heavens but most 
of them were of relatively low al- 
titude. 


The exact cause of the Aurora 


Borealis or Aurora Polaris, which 
has a counterpart in the southern 
hemisphere called the Auora Aus- 
tralia, is unexplained by science, 
but many scientists beleive the 
phenomenum has a relation to sun 
spots or electrical discharge from 
the sun and it is quite certainly 


the result of an electrical disturb- 
ance of some nature. Extremely 
bright Auroras are frequently the 
forerunners of electrical storms 
which arrive within an average of 
25 hours. March and September 
are the months when they are 
most apt to appear and farther 
north is displays are more bril- 
liant, often appearing with not 
only white, as it was last night, 
but with red and greens and yel- 
low colors. Measured rays, viewed 
from points sufficeintly apart to 
make measurments possible, have 
been shown to go as high as GOO 
miles, indicating that the earth's 
atmospheer extends at least that 
far into space.

Smoke Generators 


To Be Tested as 


Crop Protectors 


Washington. March 26—(AP)— 


Smoke apparatus developed by the 
Army to hide troop movements 
will be tested for its possibilities 
in protecting crops against frost 
and insects. 


The war department said today 


16 mechanical smoke generators 
are being borrowed by the agricul- 
ture department for test at 14 sta- 
tions throughout the country—in 
fruit, cotton, tobacco and wheat 
producing areas. 


The idea is to determine whether 


a smoke blanket over a wide area 
can prevent the night-time dissi- 
pation of heat emparted to the 
ground by the sun's rays and thus 
ward off frost. Similar but smaller 
smoke blankets long have been 
used by citrus growers 


For insect control, the fog ma- 


chines wii Ibe modified to enable 
them to disperse DDT and other 
insecticides with the smoke 


The machines weigh only 180 


pounds when empty and consume 
about 50 gallons of oil an hour 
They can be trundled about by two 
men in almost any sort of terrain. 


Big Three Sharply 


Divided Over Iran

learned how to "denature" both 
plutonium and U-235. These are 
the substances which furnish the 
atoms that are split} up to release 
vast power. 


May Simplify Problem 


One senator, who declined to be 


quoted by name, said the problem 
of sharing atomic energy secrets 
with the rest of the world may be 
"very 
much 
simplified" if the 


process i$ proved in practical op- 
era lions 


He pointed out that if a way 


can be found to control tightly the 
world's supply of fissionable ma- 
terial and if it can be treated to 
make it useless for 
explosive 


purposes, then there need be little 
fear of the secret manufacture of 
A-bombs. 


But he added that there still is 


a long way to go—even if the ele- 
ment can be so "poisoned"'—to 
make certain that it could not be 
manufactured in the onginal form 
in which it was used in the Naga- 
saki bomb. The understanding of 
all concerned, he said, is that once 
the plutonium is "denatured," it 
is extremely difficult to return to 
it its original qualities. 


"Implication" Admitted 


There was a feeling among sen- 


ators, 
also, that the reported 


denaturing discovery may open the 
way for commercial use of atomic 
energy. 


Dr. Edward U. Condon, director 


of 
the government's bureau of 


standards and scientific adviser to 
the atomic committee, acknowl- 
edged that this was the "implica- 
tion" of the discovery. 


Condon said ways have been 


found to harness nuclear fission 
for industrial purposes But the 
danger.has been, he added, that a 
plant thus turning 
out atomic 


power-might at the same time be

it was when Iran appealed to the 
council 10 days ago. 


Russia opposed having the coun- 


cil take up the Iranian case, at 
least in so far as it was presented 
by complaints lodged with the 
peace-enforcement agency by Iran- 
ian Ambassador Hussein Ala. In 
sharp opposition, Byrnes for the 
United States and Sir Cadogan for 
Britain, declared the case must be 
heard. 


Gromyko said there was no need 


even to place the Iranian case on 
the council agenda for further 
discussion because it has been set-
